NEW FISHING : 
REGULATIONS 


At the request of the Ontario De- 
partment of game and fisheries the 
Federal Government has passed new 
regulations in regard to the exporting 
of game fish such as maskinonge, 
‘ass, trout, pickerel, etc. Under the 
new regulations it is illegal to export 
any of these fish and United: States 
visitors are not allowed to ship any 
home while they remain in Canada. 
On their return home they are allow- 
ed, to take one day's legal catch of 
fish, for each fishing license purchas- 
ed in Ontario, with them but they 
cannot be shipped by railway, or other 
public conveyance. While in Canada 
they have the same privilege of catch- 
ing fish and using them for consump- 
tion as Canadian citizens.

Canada’s attractions are being 
pointed up with the return of peace 
in Europe and pre-war figures regard- 
ing the tourist trade give some idea 
of its great —— for the fu-

Reports published by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics show the estim- 
ated income derived from ‘tourist 
trade to have steadily increased from 
$173,002,000 in 1924 to $294,771,000 
in 1939. This increase was maintained, 
despite the economic depression of the 
30s, until the onset of war reduced 
tourists to a mere trickle. 

In 1939 it was estimated that tour- 
ists coming in from ocean ports spent 
$12,431,000 in this country. United 
States tourists coming by automobile 
were estimated to have spent $168,- 
607,000; by rail or boat, $72,751,000 
and by airplane and other means of 
pincc $21,000,000. 

Once gasoline and tire restrictions 
are lifted it is anticipated that the in- 
flux of American visitors will dwart 
all pre-war “invasions.” Higher war- 
time wages and the surplus cash 
available when war bonds are cashed 
will probably be a major factor in 
this swelling of tourist trade. In some 
quarters it is believed there will be 
an increase in the number of Amer-

Electric Fences . 
Control Live Stock 


Live stock as a rule need little 
training to keep away from elec- 
trie fences. Observations at the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Swift, Current, Sask. show that 
the ahimals learn very quickly and 
do not approach a fence even’ when 
# is not charged, At Swift Cur- 
rent, a 18-,late wet battery was 
used on an electric fence that was 
used throughout the summer 
months last year for pasturing 
cattle. The cattle were well con- 
trolled, no harm was done to the 
cattle or the attendant and the 
battery was still charged at the end 
of the season. 

The use of electric fences is 
gradually becoming more widely 
adopted for pastures. These fences 
have many advantages but care is 
necessary in establishing the equip- 


‘ment; Among the advantages are 


reduction of cost in erecting tem- 
porary fences, reduction of expen- 
diture for wire, posts, and gates, 
ture for wire, posts, and gates, 
reduction of injury to live stock. 

As a rule, one of two wires are 
sufficient to carry the electric cur- 
rent. One wire is sufficient for 
horses and cattle. Two wires are 
considered preferable for pigs and 
sheep. The wire can be sub 
ported by porcelain insulators on

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{ RUSSIA DECLARES WAR. 


ON JAPAN 


Soviet Russia declared war on Ja- 
pan effective at midnight on Wednes- 
day, August 8, and revealed she had 
been asked to join the Pacific con- 
flict by) the Allies to speed “universal 
peace.” ~~ 

Foreign Commissar Molotoff dis- 
asked the Soviet 
Union to mediate in the war in the 
Pacific, but said Tokyo's rejection of 
the Potsdam ultimatum to surrender 
made her proposals “lose all signifi- 
cance.” 

M. Molotoff revealed that the Jap- 
anese requeat for mediation came 
from Emperor Hirohito “about mid- 
July.” M. Molotoff said that Winston 
Churchill, then Prime Minister, and 
Clement Attlee, who succeeded Mr. 
Churchill, had been informed, and 
also President Truman and their re- 
spective foreign secretaries. 

Russia gave the Japanese seven 
hours’ warning she meant to strike. 
M. Molotoff handed Russia's declara- 
tion of war to Japanese Ambassador 
to Russia, Naotake Sato, at 5 p.m., 
Russian time. Three hours later, Mos- 
cow radio broadcast the news to the 
world, and at 8:30 p.m. M. Molotoff 
called in correspondents. © 

In a jovial mood, he leaned across a 
birch table, lighted up a long Russian 
cigaret and made his announcement. 
He read the text of the declaration. 

Russia went to war as her “loyal 
allied duty” after she was asked to 
do so by Britain, the United States 
and China and had rejected Tokyo’s 
suggestions she mediate the war, M. 
Molotoff said. 

Immediately Russia made her de- 
cision the Ambassadors of the three 
great Allied countries warring with 
the Japanese were informed. They ex- 
pressed “satisfaction.” 

M. Molotoff had surnmoned Sato to 
the Kremlin and read him the dec- 
laration of War, which Sato was to 
relay to Tokyo. The declaration said 
Russia would consider herself at war 
Aug. 8. 

M. Molotoff reminded Japan that 
after the defeat and capitulation of 
Germany, Japan was the only great 
power “which still insisted on the 
continuation of the war,” and that 
she had rejected the British-Chinese- 
United States surrender ultimatum 
issued at Potsdam, July 26. 

“Thus a proposal which the Japan- 
ese Government made to the Soviet 
Union concerning mediation in the 
war in the Far East loses all basis,” 
M. Molotoff said. 

M. Molotoff said that after Japan’ 
refusal to capitulate, tiie Atlies asked 
the Soviet Union to join “against 
Japanese aggression and by this to 
shorten the war, to reduce the num- 
ber of casualties and to speed the 
restoration of universal peace.” 

“Loyal to its Allied duty,” the 
Soviet Union has accepted the pro- 
posal of the Allies and has joined in 
the declaration of the Allied powers 
of July 26. 

“The Soviet Government considers 
that this policy is the only means 
able to bring peace nearer, free the 
people from further sacrifice and 
suffering, and give the Japanese 
people the possibility of avoiding the 
dangers and destructicn suffered by 
Germany after her refusal to capitu- 
late unconditionally.”

Thousands of meat-packing employ- 
ees flooded back to their jobs in nine 
Canadian cities today to end one. of 
the most serious labor disputés in the 
history of the industry. 

The original strike in Torortto, 
which spread across the country to 
Vancouver, was called off Thursday 
after a conference between officials 
of the United Packinghouse Workers 
of America (C.1.0.) Canada Packers, 
Limited, and Labor Minister Charles 
Daley of Ontario.

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WHY MEAT RATIONING? 


The public have been told about the 
re-introduction of meat rationing but 
we believe the majority are unaware 
of when it will go into effect and the 


Fridays, the first of which was Ffi- 
day, July 13. A recent bulletin of the 
Prices Board gives further particu- 
lars. It states that ration machinery 
will be more complicated this time 
and introduction of coupons will take 
at least two months. Ration tokens 
for small purchases will be used and 
practically all meats will be included 
which were omitted from the pre- 
vious scheme. Net meat per person 
will be one and one third pounds per 
week.

BUYING SPREE 
MAY BRING MORE 
RATIONING REGULATIONS 


There are a lot of rumors in circ- 
ulation these days about impending 
rationing of various items which are 
in constant need. We do not know 
where these rumors are originated. 
but we do know that whoever starts 
them is doing much harm. So far as 
our knowledge is concerned with ra- 
tioning, it is limited to what we read 
and hear over the radio. And nothing 
that we have seen or heard has given 
us any cause for worry, says the Till- 


BUTTER: Coupons 90-116 are now 
valid. and will remain so until declar- 
ed invalid. Coupon 117 will become 
valid August 9. Coupons 90 to 115 
inclusive expire August 31. 

PRESERVES: Coupons 33-P13 are 
now valid and will remain so until 
declared invalid. Coupons P14 and P15 
will become valid August 16. Valid 
preserve coupons may also be used 
for the purchase of sugar at one-half 
pound per coupon. 

SUGAR: Coupons 46 to 61 are now 
valid and will remain so until declar- 
ed invalid. Coupon 62 will become 
valid August 16. 

EVAPORATED MILK: Applica- 
tions for special coupons for the pur- 
chase of evaporated milk for infant 
feeding or medical cases will be made 
to Local Ration Boards. All such 
applications for those over two years 
of age must be supported by medical 
certificates.

Farmers may 
still slaughter without permit for 
their own and farmer neighbors’ use, 
but any excess must be sold only to 
the holder of a slaughter permit, who 
must record the purchase. With cou- | 
pon rationing, all persons holding 
meat in cold storage lockers will have 
to surrender coupons as the meat is 
removed. 

Restaurants cannot serve meat in 
any guise on Tuesdays and Fridays, 
covering the 24 hours. This includes 
pork and beans, canned or otherwise, 
On these days they can serve fish and 
poultry and soup with meat in it, 
even quite apparently if it -eontains 
more meat than is found in pork and 
beans. Hospitals are not included in 
the ban.

MEAT RATIONING 


Brown “M” coupons in existing 
Canadian ration books will be used for 


limposed meat rationing, each coupon 


having value ranging from one to 
three pounds of meat a week depend- 
ing on the type, the Prices Board an- 
nounced. 

The board did not give a specific 
date for restoration of rationing made 
necessary by the demand for food in 
Europe, but noted that it had been 
estimated it would take two months 
from July 6 to have the system in 
operation. Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King announced on July 6 that ration- 
ing would be reimposed. 

Meat rationing was dropped on Feb. 
29, 1944 after being operative from 
May 27, 1943. 

The new meat ration plan will be 
“basically the same” as during the 
previous rationing period, with these 
changes: 

1. Meat tokens are being introduced 
on the basis of eight tokens for one 
coupon. This permits the purchaser 
to split his coupon and buy less meat 
at one time than the entire coupon 
value.

The big silver ship landed perfect- 
ly on a rough runway and disembark- 
ed its passengers. The majority wore 
the uniform of the United States 
Army Engineers, but the two attract- 
ive young ladies who looked wonder- 
ingly about them as they stepped 
down the landing ramp are the first 
two white women to land in this part 
of Canada's wild northland. 

One of them was Miss Mary Hag- 
gerty, daughter of County Treasurer 
and Mrs. James. Haggerty, Belleville, 
who will spend next four weeks 
in this part of Canada that nudges 
the Arctic Circle and where, at this 
time of year, there is only one hour 
of darkness. 

Miss Haggerty is associated with 
the U.S.A. Engineers in a secretarial 
capacity and is probably the most 
air-travelled young lady who calls 
Belleville her home. 

She has flown a_ Liberator from 
Montreal to Bermuda; from Bermuda 
to Dorval, Quebec, and from that city 
to Googee Bay in Dakota.

The buck rake-—-a recent mechanical] 
development——-is supplanting the hay- 
loader in haying operations and is be- 
ing widely used in harvesting of such 
crops as beans and peas. Many of. the 
buck rakes are made by a handyman, 
using an old truck and some lumber. 
Milking machines are being much 
more widely used. 

This trend to mechanization has 
brought about striking changes in the 
economic size of the farm. Once it 
was possible for a good farmer to 
make a comfortable livelihood on a 
100-acre farm or less. Now many of 
the leading farmers in Ontario be- 
lieve that the minimum economic size 
for a farm is 250 to 300 acres. A far- 
mer with one man to help him can 
operate a 300-acre farm without dif- 
ficulty if he has one team of horses 
to supplement his mechanical equip- 
ment . 

In some farming areas plans arc 
afoot for community ownership of

A revolutionary 
selective chemical killer of the tough- 
est weeds with which he has had to 
contend is about to make its appear- 
ance on the Canadian scene, accord- 
ing to an announcement from the 
Naugatuck Chemicals division of Do- 
minion Rubber Company Limited. 

The new weed killer will be kown 
as “2-4-D,” a contraction for its 
proper name of 2-4-dichlorophenoxya- 
‘etic acid, and like another product, 
DDT, manufactured by the same 
company, promises to arouse consid- 
erable interest in the general public. 
2-4-D as manufactured by Dominion 
Rubber will vary slightly from the 
product hitherto used for this pur- 
pose. Sprayed on affected areas, it is 
absorbed through the leaves of the 
weeds and is -carried through the 
branches into the farthest root tip. 
Ordinary concentrations do not affect 
most grasses. Just what happens in- 
side the stem is not known, but appar- 
ently it either breaks down the cell 
walls or paralyzes them so that they 
can’t function. Weeds so treated show 
signs of troble within a day, and in 
the course of time wither and die. 

Up to the present it is known that 
2-4-D definitely kills more than 30 
varieties of weeds including bindweed, 
burdock, dandelion, and perennial saw 
thistle. A white powder in form, it 
can be dissolved in water, with the 
aid of a small amount of another 
chemical. It will be supplied to the 
general public in liquid form, requir- 
ing addition of water only. It is ef- 
fective when used in such solutions 
at the rate of one to one-and-a-half 
parts per thousand. Ten gallons of 
the solution will do a thorough job 
on 2,000 square feet of lawn. It will 
sot corrode spraying equipment; it is 
selective in action, controlling the 
broad-leaved types of vegetation and 
not disturbing the grasses; it is non- 
poisonous to human beings and to 
animals when used as directed; it will 
not sterilize the soil. Economical, it 
will fit the public purse, it will not 
stain or damage clothing, it will not 
irritate the skin. 

2-4-D is expected to have a wide 
application for lawns, golf courses, 
railroad right-of-ways, parks and 
playgrounds, airfields, dry yards, in- 
dustrial establishments,orchards,fence 
lines, and as a selective herbicide for 
small grains. Production of experi- 
mental quantities has commenced at 
the Naugatuck Chemical plant of the 
Dominion Rubber Company Limited 
in Elmira, Ont., and these will be 
available on request to organizations 
interested in horticultural and agri- 
cultural research, to colleges and 
schools, and to other societies. It is 
anticipated that some 2-4-D will be 
placed on the market for general use 
next spring, and will be made avail- 
able to users in all probability 
through established weed killer dis- 
tributers. 

The effect of 2-4-D on poison ivy 


is being intensively investigated. 
Treatment of poison ivy by 2-4-D 
kills the leaves, but it is not yet 


known how permanent treatment will

The atomic bomb, which the 
United States hag unleashed 
against the Japanese, marks the 
end of an era, an age, a civilization, 
says Neal Stanford in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

For destruction and devastation 
it surpasses two-thousandfold any- 
thing yet developed; it is but the 
beginning. 


The breaking up of the atom 
is not new. But harnessing the 
the very basic power of the 


material universe is. 

That this force from which the 
sun draws its very power has been 
harnessed for déstructive purposes 
is the consequence of thig tragic 
world-engulfing conflict, 

That it can, and will, be usable 
for constructive, productive post- 
war uses goes almost without 
saying. 

But it ig such a novel, incredible, 
fantastic discovery, its production 
so elaborate, technical, and scienti- 
fic, that little is yet known of how 
that will be done. 

It is commercially impossible to 
harness the atom now or even ia 
the near future, go that power can 
be produced to compete with coal 
and oil. 

Use of Atomic Power 

But the atomic bomb, despite its 
avalanchal destructibility, has 
pointed the way to the contrasting 
constructive tse of atomic power. 

It is a fantastically expensive 
procedure. Already the United 
States has sunk $2,000,000,000 in 
this experiment, and it is just 
dropping its first bombs. 

It requires vast areas for pro- 
duction-"vre equivalent of many 
small countries. The United Sites 


has two large tracts devoted to 
producing this power—as well as 
innumerable smaller ones, One 


is a 450,000-acre reservation in the 
State of Washington. Another is 
a 50.000 acre reserve in Tennessee. 

This work also require’s research 


and know-how. These, fortunately, 
the United States, in co-operation 
with the British, have to a large 
degree. ‘The British pooled - their 
men and knowledge with America 
in their race against time and the 
Nazis.

Within two weeks after she pub- 
lished this calculation the great 
physics laboratories in the United 
States, England, and Germany. had 
verfied her prediction. She was 
banished from Germany — shortly 
afterward, but Hilter put all avail- 
able physicists at work on atomic 
bombs and atomic power at the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Institute, Berlin. 

What the natural scientists 
found was that a rare form of 
uranium, known as 235, when 
bombarded with low _ electrical 
energy (in the form of neutron 
rays) would react by splitting 
some of its atoms almost squarely 
in two. 

Up to that time no atom had 
ever been really smashed. A few 
electrons or other particles had 
been forced out by the smashing 
rays used, which might be 
X-rays or rays made of atomic 
particles. 

Details Withheld. 

An atomic bomb equaling in size 
and weight about a pea equals in 
explosive power a 5-pound box 
filled with TNT. 

If an atomic bomb weighs 11 
pounds it equals in eifect a 10-ton 
bomb. 

If it weighs one ton, its ex- 
plosive force will rock the target 
with the impact of 20,000 tons. 

Imagine 2,000 freight cars, each 
laden with 10 tons of superdyna- 
mite, crashing down on a Japa- 
nese city. How much of that city 
would remain intact? 

And it is well to keep in thought 
that the 20,000-ton impact can be 
produced by dropping a single one- 
ton atomic bomb.

Power of Bomb 
A faint idea of the power within 
the atomic bomb can be grasped 
from the fact that the explosion of 
a munitiong ship in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, on June 6, 1917, killed 1,500 
persons, injured 4,000, and made

square miiea of Halifax were dev- 
astated. That munitions ship car- 
ried 3,000 tons of TNT—about one

Fliers Drop Gifts 


To Native Rescuers. 


Natives in a New Guinea village 
saved the lives of two crashed 
fliers of the R.A.F. They fed them 
and guided them to two weeks 


past Japanese positions. Soon after 
the airmen got back a plane flew 
over the village and dropped par- 
cels containing brightly colored

A total of 5,721 Allied airmen 
owe their lives to the gallant 
crews of the launches and planes 
of the British Air-Sea 
Service who picked them out of 
the water near Britain often under 
the noses of the Germans, the Air 
Ministry announced last week. 


Overseas units of the service 
rescued at least 3,200 airmen and 
in areas other than the ~ seas 
around Great Britain, 4,665 sol- 
diers, sailors and civilians were 
aaved,

provising body, but in time it de- 
veloped into the highly specialized 
organization which sent out?

She didn’t know that black 
currant juice was chuck full of vi- 
tamin C, but she did know that 
when the children began to sniffle 
and sneeze a cup of hot black cur- 
rant tea would ‘fix them up, right 
smart.” 

It took the nutritionists quite 
a long time to discover that black 
currants .are the very best: source 
of this iinportant vitamin, but 
they know it now. Further, the 
division of nutrition at Ottawa has 
figures which show that black 
currants are one of the few fruits 
which are still an excellent source 
of vitamin C after being made 
into jam 

“The people who grow or can 
buy black currants should. count 
themselves lucky,” say the nutri- 
tionists. Their figures show that 
two tablespoons of black currant 
jam will give about the same 
amount of vitamin C as an orange 
at less cost. 


Flies 555 Miles 
In 62 Minutes 


Travelling nearly as fast as 
sound, a jet-propelled P-80 “Shoot- 
ing Star” roared in from Dayton, 
Ohio, and hissed to a stop at La 
Guardia field recently after cov- 
ering the 655 miles in one hour 
and two minutes. 

The streamlined craft described 
by the army ag the world’s fastest, 
touched the runway an hour and 
344 minutes after leaving 
Wright Field, Dayton. The pilot, 
Col. William H. Council, said the 
extra 32’ minutes were taken up 
by landing preparations. 

The jet-propelled fighter flew 
most of the way at 20,000 feet be- 
cause of adverse weather. Its top 
speed has been announced as more 
than 550 miles an hour and its 
ceiling ag at least 45,000 feet.

SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CHANGES

Not even the sky will be the 
limit to the world-shaking effects 
of atomic power, if science can 
harness this spectacular new dis- 
covery to peacetime use. _ 

If atomic power is technologi- 
cally manageable, if atoms of the 
more abundant elements (say sodi- 
ium, or magnesium, or silicon) can 
be put in a sufficiently unstable 
state for practical use, and if the 
economics of the whole procedure 
can he kept right-sire up, then the 
world we live in will be a fantastic 
place indeed. 

Y°1 can take as inany flights of 
fancy on your, mental wings as 
you like. Here are just a few of 
the possibilities: 

Jet propulsion of aircraft, and 
of ships and land vehicles as well, 
could be enormousy — simplified, 
An atomic jet-engine might con- 
Sist simply of a casing with. a 
“disintegrator” » suspended in it. 
On this, wate: might be fermit- 
ted to drip Split into oxyzen and 
hydroecen, which would . ammmedi- 
ately inits: as steam, this would 
provide a light power-source cost- 
ing almost nothing for fuel and 
nothing for ‘ubrication, 


Space Ships Possible

Will cheap power be so plentiful 
that even Hottentots can own 
whole batteries of milking ma- 
chines? Will atomic power, in 
short, bring on an earthly para- 
dise after it has swiftly finished 
its present job of raising concen- 
trated hell: 


No dogmatic, hard-and-fast an- 


.Swers can be given as yet. We 


just haven't facts enough. The 
questions have to be met with 
other questions. Here are tWo or 
three: 


How far are we from practical 
application of atomic power for 
purposes less violent, more con- 
trolled, than bombings? If it al- 
ways develops in such shattering, 
blasting outbursts it may take a 
long time to harness it. 

Remember, one of the first at- 
tempts at an internal combustion 
engine was a Frenchman's inven- 
tion, in which gunpowder was to 
be the fuel. It was not succegs- 
ful. 


Atomic “Fuel” 


It has been suggested that the 
energy of atomic disintegration 
be used indirectly, to avoid this 
violence oft action. Minute quan- 
tities of an atomic “fuel” might 
be released at a time, in contact 
with water, to generate steam, 
That might work, or it might 
“crack” the water into hydrogen 
and oxygen, forming an explo- 
sive mixture. There'll be no way 
of knowing until it’s tried. So 
“ree back to the President's 
declaration that there will have 
to be a lot of research first: 


Is uranium, apparently the only 
element used in the new bombs, 
likely to be the sole source of 
atomic power? If so, the question 
may -become pretty much an aca- 
demic one, unless much larger bod- 
ies of uranium ores can be dis- 
covered, There isn’t enough uran- 
ium in sight at present to power 
the world's industries. It would be 
like discovering that diamonds are

We know the terrific. puwer fe- 
leased by the new atomic bombe 
— but we don't know a thing 
about how they are developed It 
may very well turn out, when all 
the facts are released, that more 
power is required to extract the 
uranium from the ore than the 
bombs generate when they explode. 
There may=be a significant hint 
to this effect in the fact that the 


sthree big plants where the bombs 


are made are all in areas where 
hydro electric power is abundant 
and cheap. 


If it does cost more, in power, 
to put the atomic “fuel” into usable 
form, then good-bye Utopia! Wars 
are necessarily tun on a damm-the- 
expense basis, but in peace we 
have to watch our economics. 


If atomic power does become 
practicable and freely obtainable, 
we can stop worrying about the 
exhaustion of our oil fields, and 
let the coal beds lie undisturbed 
for as far ahead as we can foresee. 
By the same token, we shall have 
to find new jobs for everyone in 
these industries, or support them 
on the proceeds of the new atomic- 
powered ones. 


Political Weapon 


Since atomic power continues, 
for the time being at least, to be 
obtainable only from — uranium, 
there won't be so much of it. 
Other fuels will continue in use, 
but there will always be an un- 
easy uncertainty about their fu- 
ture. And we can doubtless ex- 
pect fevered prospecting for new 
bodies of uranium ore—“uraniam 
rushes” 
the past. 


Finally, as long as atomic pow- 
er remains on anything like its 
present basis, a terrific instrument 
of political and social control will 
the Federal Govern: 
ment. For, according to the official 
announcements, all patents cover- 
ing the precesses and uses of the 
material are assigned to the gov- 
ernment, which has spent two blil- 
lion dollars of taxpayers’ money on 
the project.

Peaches—Hot Pack 

Prepare syrup. Blanch peaches, 
remove skins, halve and pit; slce 
if desired. Drop in brine (1 tea- 
spoon salt to 1 quart cold water) 
to preserve colour. Drain. Sim- 
mer 6 minutes in syrup. Pack at 
one@ in clean hot jars; halved 
peaches cut-side down.

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Pilot’s Night Light 


We were the first country to 
engage extensively in night-fight- 
ing, writes the London correspon- 
dent of the Ottawa Journal. Its 
problems have beeen studied 
scientifically by the R-A.F., and. 
big improvements devised. Above 
all things a night pilot needs to 
sea objects outside the aircraft, 
but he is handicapped and dazzled 
by the lighting needed for the con- 
trols in the cockpit and by reflec- 


tion from the wind and side 
atream. 
He has been, therefore, in a 


worse case than anyone trying to 
see out of a lighted room at’ night. 
A new method of duel system 
lighting has now been devised 
which provides flourescent light- 


ing for the instrument panel and 


red lighting to illuminate the cock- 
pit. By these means reflections 
are eliminated and the cockpit 
lighting interferes only to a neg- 
ligible degree with vision of out- 
side objects. : 

Eye-strain and general fatigue 
are reduced to the minimum. The 
fluorescent lighting is obtained by 
painting the instruments, much as 
the hands of a watch are made 
luminous. The interior red light 
has the advantage that objects 
show up brightly when directly ob- 
served but fade out when the ob- 
server looks away from them, 
Moreover, the pilot can regulate 
the strength of the lighting ac- 
cording to requirements.
